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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/12/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Regarding applicant's argument that Seo does not teach determining power levels 
based on whether a preheating overpower signal or a write/read signal is received, this argument 
is not persuasive because Seo clearly discloses generating a preheating overpower signal and a 
write/read power signal (par. 51 and Table 1). Applicant's argument centers around the premise 
that these signals are generated based on a relationship between the mark to be recorded and the 
space between marks. While this may be the use for Seo in generating the overpower signal or a 
write/read signal as disclosed, it does not change the fact that Seo still discloses generating an 
overpower or a write/read signal as claimed. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). The claim does not disclose any other 
steps that lead to the generation of the overpower or the write/read signals and as such the 
applicant cannot argue that Seo discloses generating these signals for a different use because 1) 
the applicant has not claimed any steps that are not disclosed by Seo and 2) a recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed 
invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art.
